DETAILED ACTION 


1 . The reply filed on 6/1 5/2004 is not fully responsive to the prior Office 
Action because newly presented claims 13-23 are included in claim section; 
however, the remarks section as stated on page 7, appears to be conflicting 
matter since it mention few times that claims 1 3-24 presented or included in the 
amendment. Examiner is not sure whether applicant is intended to submit claims 
13-23 or 13-24 as newly presented claims. Since the period for reply set forth in 
the prior Office action has expired, this application will become abandoned 
unless applicant corrects the deficiency and obtains an extension of time under
